BERLIN, Feb. 20.—The Militatr- Wochen- 
blatt, unlike a majority of the German 
‘papers, does not regard the inefficiency of 
the English commanders as the sole ex- 
planation of Boer successes in the Trans- 
vaal war. The writer, evidently a member 
of the general staff, discussing the strategic 
and tactical lessons from the war, says: 

The fighting has apparently demonstrat- 1 
ed the impossibility of, with modern weap- 
ons, successfully attacking fortified posi- 
tions, even with greatly superior forces, and 
that artillery cannot disorganize a steady 
defense line sufficiently to enable the at- 
tacking infantry to desert its protected po- 
sition and undertake a storm without risk- 
ing annihilation. 

“The superior English artillery was un- 
able to overcome the enemy’s artillery on the 
Tugela, at Spion Kop, and Vaal Krantz, and 
at Vaal Krantz certainly the enemy's artil- 
lery hindered the English infantry advance. 

This experience apparently stops the en- 
tire modern theory of war. There is danger 


tactical defensive measures are immeasur- 
ably superior to other forms of warfare, and

AGAINST CHICAGO BANKERS. 


Held That an Illegal Understanding 
Existed Between the Former State 
Treasurer, Now Dead, and the Men 
Who Were His Sureties for $500,000 
—Decision Involves $363,539—Cause 

Remanded te Clinton County with 
ee to Disallow Claim. 


III., Feb. 20.—[ Special. ]—The 
Supreme Court today decided the case of 
the estate of Rufus N. Ramsay against John 
H. Witbeck and others, involving the settle- 
ment of the estate of former State Treas- 
) urer Ramsay, now dead. The judgments of 

the Appellate and Circuit Courts are re- 
versed and the cause is remanded to the 
Circuit Court of Clinton County, with direc- 
tions to enter an order disallowing the claim 
of the appellees. 

When Ramsay was elected State Treas 
urer he furnished bond in the sum of $500,000,. 
with a number of Chicago bankers as sure~ 
ties. A deficit of $478,539 existed in the 
Treasury accounts when Ramsay died. This 
amount was made good to the State by the 
Treasurer's bondsmen, who afterwards re- 
covered $115,000 from collateral securities 

and filed a claim of the sixth class against 


| the Ramsay estate for $363,529 in the Cun- 


ton County Court. 

In the County Court judgment for this 
amount was entered in favor of the claim- 
ants over the protests of creditors of the 
seventh class. The Circuit Court reversed 
the order of the County Court and disallowed 
the claim. 

The case was then taken to the Fourth 
District Appellate Court, which reversed the 
judgment of the Circuit Court and remanded 
the cause for further proceedings. A peti- 
tion for rehearing was filed and granted. 
The judgment was adhered to and the opin- 
lon was refiled. 

The case was redocketed in the Cireuit 
Court and additional testimony was taken. 
This time the amount of the judgment was 
reduced by credits to $361,948. An appeal 
was again taken to the Appellate Court, 
where the judgment of the cent Court was 
a Hrmed. 

The Supreme Court reverses the judgment 
on the ground that a fraudulent contract 
had been entered into between Ramsay and 
the Chicago bankers who were his bonds- 
men. These bankers, it was testified, signed 
the Treasurer’s bond with the understanding 
that they were to receive deposits of large 
sums of the State’s money. 

The statutes of Illinois prohibit the deposit 


of State funds outside of the Treasury, and 
for this reason the court holds that the 
Treasurer's securities have no recourse.

The so-called anti-department store 
law was enacted by the last General Assem- 
took effect on Sept. 13,1899. Its avowed pur- 
pose was to apply discriminating taxation. 
The act was entitled: An act to regulate 
business and trade in cities paving a popu- 
lation of 60,000 or over.“ 

The act made a classification of goods in 
some seventy classes, and these classes were 
further combined in groups. Any merchant 
in a city of over 50,000 inhabitants who em- 
ployed over fifteen employés in retail ‘busi- 
ness was compelled to take out a separate 
license for each group or class. This license 
was not to be less than $300 or more than 
$500 for each group. In the first draft of the 
bill in the Legislature it was attempted to 
make this license $1,000, but this was 
amended.

Details of Eruption in Mexico Tell 
How the Indians Left Their 
Families to Perish. 


New York, Feb. 20.—Details of the erup- 
tion of the Colima volcano on the Pacific 
coast, of Mexico say, that an immense river 
of lava ran over the side of the volcano and 
threatened to overwhelm three Indian vil- 
ae near its base. The Indians fled to the 

ta Ana mine, in the center of Colima’s 
copper region, and sought safety by hiding 
in the mine, leaving their women and chil- 
dren to shift for themselves. A company of 
Mexican troops drove the Indians from the 
mine and sent them back to their homes 
to protect their families. 

The government of Mexico, from which 
W. J. Arkell of this city, Netherton Hall of 
Chicago, and Paul W. Herbach of Omaha 
obtained a concession of 250,000 acres in the 
Colima Valley, offered to cancel the conces- 
‘sion if the mines were injured by the vol- 
cano's eruption, but the offer was declined. 

One of the most serious results of the vol- 
canic disturbance is, the entire cessation of 
work on a tramway now being built to con- 
nect the copper mines with the Port of 
Manzanillo, The contractors were unable 
ne restrain the terrified Indians employed in 
8 of the road.
